The flower was a bright 
scarlet, which hung suspended in lODg 
folding pendants from the branches. 
At a distance one might Imagine these 
scarlet trees to be trees of fire, whose pen­ 
dants, as they moved in the wind, were the 
flames, jumping and leaping. I was lost 
in admiration as I contemplated these 
things ; and as we {continued to advance 
toward the valley, new beauties opened 
out before us. 
“atop! beware, Trcgan!” cried my guide 
in warning tones. 
I stopped at once, and looked forward 
under his direction, saw a vast snake curl­ 
ed up at the foot of the tree in front of us. 
I could not judge of its length, yet it must 
have been very great. Another and an­ 
other and another of these coils were 
pointed out by him, and I had an unpleas­ 
ant sensation of cool perspiration oozing 
out of the poles of the skin. 
“Take care, take care !” he cried out la 
terror, and, catching my pony by the head, 
he pulled me back toward the mouth of the 
valley.

‘The government ol the people, by the 
people,for the people, shall perish not Iroui 
the earth.” So said President Lincoln at the 
end of his Gettysburg adorers, and the 
place, the time, the man joined to make the 
phrase immortal. But even that place, 
time and man would not have made immor­ 
tal acy common phrase. '‘The Government 
of the people, by the people, for the peo­ 
ple:” not a thought the e too little, not a 
syllable there too much. 
It has become 
one ot the nation’s household words,—tbs 
definition ot Democracy. 
The war oi 
Nationality sheathed need in that phrase, 
somewhat as the war of 
Independence 
sheathed itself in the famous phrase about 
“all men created tquar’and the “unalien­ 
able rights.” The two phrases haDg in 
memory together, like crossed swords on 
the wall, in reach ot eyery eye and hand, 
symbols ut the reason and the cost of our 
national existence. 
Who hrst worded this compact definition 
of Democracy ? Many a mind helped to 
fashion it; but it seems 
to have been 
Theodore Barker, not Abraham Lincoln, 
who gave the final

“For ot Him and through Him and to Him 
are all things ” Paul’s short sentence, es 
we see, has three prepositions in 
it;

of Paul’s. Therefore Paul helped Mr. 
Parker to write his sentence ! 
it is not an important, but it is an inter* 
ct ting question lo know the ancestry and 
birth ol world-famous phrases ; but an­ 
cestry and birth are different things, and 
why do these word-snatchcrs so confound 
them ? Be it said again, the point is,—on 
wlioce lips did an expression long shaping 
itself reach th e dual concentration which 
fitted it to be a nation’s household word. 
To make it such a word, still another pair 
ot lips and a great occasion were needed. 
H ie tree story ot the famous phrase is a 
bfory ct growth and survival ot the fittest, 
—as with most proverbs probably. “The 
Government of the people, by the people, 
and tor the people,”—in substance the 
thought rn these words is generations old ; 
it reached its perfect shape in Theodore 
Parker’s library and pulpit ; it became 
historic, a nation’s household word, by 
President Lincoln’s use of it at Gettysburg.
